ORDER 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, the President hereby makes the following amendments in the Government 
of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely:— 

In the said Rules, in the Second Schedule— 

(1) under the heading, “Ministry of Finance”, and sub-heading, "C. Depart¬ 

ment of Revenue & Company Law”, for entry 10A(vi), the following 
entry shall be substituted, namely.-— 

■“lOA(vi) Legislative matters concerning sales tax in the Union Territo¬ 
ries,”; 

(2) under the heading, “Ministry of Home Affairs”, after entry 124, sub¬ 

heading (iv). entry 125, and the foot-note appearing after the entries, 
shall be omitted; 

(3) under the heading, “Ministry of Industry & Supply”, and sub-heading, 

"B. Department of Industry”, after entry 22, the following entry shall 
be inserted, namely:— 

“23. Co-ordination of matters of general policy of non-financial nature 
affecting all public sector industrial and commercial undertakings.”; 

( 4 ) under the heading, “Ministry of Petroleum & Chemicals”, and sub¬ 

heading, “B. Department of Chemicals”, 

(a) entry 20 shall be omitted; 
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Xb) after entry 21, the following entry shall be Inserted, namely:— 

"22. Administration of Dargah Khawaja Saheb Act, 1955.”; and 

(6) under the heading, “Ministry of Rehabilitation”, foot-note 2, appearing 
after the entries, shall be omitted.
